Mounted Police lost their lives last;

Pherson sand Dawson are furnished by 
the official report of Corporal Denp-, 
ster, who was in charge of the searc ch;

story of the finding of the rem-ins 
of the ill-fated party and the metan- 
choly diary of Fitzgerald has alreaiy 
been told, but Corporal Dempster’s 
report sheds further light upon the 
causes of the disaster‘!and supplies 1e- 
cords which adds to the tragic nature 
of the unfortunate enterprise. From 
this report it would appear that the 
cause of the catastrophe was the iact 
that Fitzgerald relied upon Constabie 
Carter as q guide but that the latter 
had failed to find the way to “ie 
principal, pass on the route. 
Camps Close Together 

The last entry in Inspector Fitzger- 
ald’s diary was evidently made while 
the party was proceeding down the 
trail-river to the Peel river. Corpor- 
al Dempster of the relief party says 
that at this point he commenced to 
fear the worst on account of the 
camps Fitzgerald's patrol made on 
their retreat being now so close to- 
gether. 

On March 21, akout three miles be- 
low portage of Peel river he found 
the bodies-of Constable Kinney and 
Taj}lor. There was a,camp kettle half 
full of moose head cut into small pie- 
ces which had’been boiled for
